One of the longest and tnogt closely 


contested preliminary examinations 
ever held in this township is drawing 
to a Hose in the inquiry 
being held 


concerning the frusta surrounding the 
fatal shooting of William F. ^Beale 
of Walnut Center by Ollie O. Cor- 
ley, a ranch baud in the employ of | 
Elmer E. Cook, which occurred on j 
August (ith'at the Cook ranch. 
The 


examination was started on Wednes- 
day morning of this week, continued 
until Thursday, the session lasting 
all day, continued again until Fri- 
day, and the close of the proceedings 
on Friday evening found the case 
still unready for Justice Marshall's 
advisement, being carried over until 
Wednesday, August 2Gtn, when it is 
expected it will close. The examin- 
ation has been dramatic in places 
and sensational throughout, bring- 
ing into prominence members of well- 
respected families in Walnut Center. 
Unofficial opinion seems to be about 
evenly divided, as to whether or not 
Corley will be held to answer to the 
Superior court on the charge of mur- 
der. 


BEALE'S ARTICULO MORTI. 
The greatest contest of the trial 


waa the argument, between Assistant 
District Attorney,^ MoQanifi* for the. 
prosecution and Attorney Davis of the 
firm of Davis, Rush * Willis for the 
defense, on the question of admitting 
the dying statement made by Beale 
at the California hospital to District 
Attorney Fredericks. Tdis point was 
fought all Thursday attention and far 
into the morning of Friday, and 
finally became a part of the evidence 
through its being admitted as such 
by Justice Marshall. Attorney DRV is' 
contention was based 
on the argu- 


ment that Beale, at, the time the 
statement was made, bad not, given 
up all hope of recovery, and therefore 
the document could not 
bo looked 


upon as a solemn declaration 
of a 


man approaching inevitable death. 
It was known to a few that the reason 
for the bitter fight against introduc- 
ing this document was made because 
of the scandal which would arise on 
its being read, but it was a surprise 
to the greater number when 
it was 


read. 
Beale's statement in part is 


as follows: 
"I was (on the day of 


the shooting) 
running my engine,

rigation was getting along, and when 
I came back I crossed the oichard 
nursery stock 
and

suckers, and all at once I heard the 
engine make a few nilsweH and sup- 
posed something was wrong. I cross- 


ed the ditch in the ronil and ran 
right into this man (Corley) find ns I 
turned into the rood he jumped oft! 
his team.

I thought there was some- 


thing wrong witli his t.oatn. Ami as 
I walked up to go by he snid: 'Here, 
I understand you have been lying 
about me.

If you were doing that wit h my 
wife there would be something do- 
ing.' !'

The receipt of this letter gives the 


Argus the opportunity to make plain 
some salient points in connect ion with 
Ihe relative value of the two sites as 
possible locations for the Union High 
School.

sition first came up

school, went on a note with the nine 
others for the property known as the 
Daniels site. As the matter progressed 
It was seen, shortly that 
the 
town 


would be benefited far mofe by having 
the building closer in, where Ihe great- 
est number of people dwell. Since be- 
coming convinced of this fact, every 
effort bus been made 
in a personal 


way to place the school nearer the 
center of the locality where the nuwt 
people live. 


One of the first arguments in favor 


of the Smith site should be a little 
foresigbtedness as to the future. 
To 


the southwest of Covina is a large com- 
munity which has developed from the 
desert, into farms and orchards In the 
last three years. 
Walnut Center is 


soon to be one of the largest outside 
communities near Covina, and a few 
years more will see this district ur- 
gently in need of schools. There are 
thirty-flve resident families in Walnut 
Center. With the Introduction of good 
roads between the two communities, 
the Walnut Center people 
will un- 


doubtedly look for a chance to become 
a part of Covina's school system. Di- 
rectly to the west of us Is Irwindale, 
already a. thriving 
community. 
The 


citizens 
of Irwindale 
have several 


times been on the point of petitioning 
to become a part of. Covina 
School 


District. With Walnut Center, It only 
remains for a majority of the citizens 
of that loc'allty to sign such a petition, 
and they will be admitted, bringing 
into Covina some of the richest coun- 
try in Southern California. This Is un- 
doubtedly going to happen within a 
short while, and the establishment of 
the Union High School on the Smith 
site will probably decide the citizens 
of Walnut Center within a short time.
